EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

2. Please cancel claims 2, 21, 25, 26, 28, 29, and 30. 

3. In claim 1, line 4 after the word "and" please insert the phrase, — determine a difference 
between the sensor data and expected values of the sensor data to--. 

4. In claim 3 1 , line 7, after the word, "and" please insert the phrase, — determine a 
difference between the sensor data and expected values of the sensor data to--. 

5. In claim 39, please replace the phrases, 

"generate exhaust gas temperature residuals by comparing the exhaust gas 
temperature data to expected values of exhaust gas temperature; 

generate engine speed residuals by comparing the engine speed data to expected 
values of engine speed; 

generate fuel flow residuals by comparing the fuel flow data to expected values of 
fuel flow;" with the following, 
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— generate exhaust gas temperature residuals by determining differences between the 
exhaust gas temperature data and expected values of exhaust gas temperature; 

generate engine speed residuals by determining differences between the engine speed 
data and expected values of engine speed; 

generate fuel flow residuals by determining differences between the fuel flow data and 
expected values of 
fuel flow; - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 5-7, 9-11, 31, 33, 34, 36-38, 39-45 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In independent claims 1 and 31, the prior art does not disclose: 

"a sensor data processing program, the sensor data processing program configured to 
receive sensor data from a turbine engine and determine a difference between the sensor data and 
expected values of the sensor data to generate residuals from the sensor data ..." 

In independent claim 39, the prior art does not disclose: 

"generate exhaust gas temperature residuals by determining differences between the 
exhaust gas temperature data and expected values of exhaust gas temperature; 

generate engine speed residuals by determining differences between the engine speed 
data and expected values of engine speed; 
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generate fuel flow residuals by determining differences between the fuel flow data and 
expected values of 
fuel flow;"
